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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the lnvention]This invention relates to an information processor, an information 
processing method and a program storing medium, the information processor that has a 
document control function in detail, an information processing method, and a program storing 
medium. \u 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]Public presentation of the Patent Office [ the electronization of a 
patent-related document is progressing quickly in recent years, and ] issue through CD-ROM, 
The electronization of a registration gazette is begun and an exchange of the data using what 
is called IT art of the application to the Patent Office by network connection, the receipt of the 
dispatch documents from the Patent Office, etc. gains popularity. 

[0003]These days, a search system, public presentation of a variety of information, etc. using 
the Internet are performed briskly. 

[0004]On the other hand, although the computer system for managing from before intellectual 
properties, such as a patent, a utility model, etc. which.applied at its company, has been built 
in each company, Almost all the systems manage, the data of bibliographic information like 
filing dates, such as a patent, or a application number in a database etc., for example, and 
they mainly perform required period management etc., searching and displaying it.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the lnvention]By however, the electronization of the document

mentioned above and progress of a network environment. The necessity of managing the 
documents themselves which comprises a document format and which manages 
electronically, connects not only the usual period management but proposal management, and 
the patent firm and network from an artificer, apd is used by the exchange with filing 
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documents or the Patent Office also about the so-called document portion of patent application 
is arising. ? ;^;v.; 

[0006]Supposing the next examination person cannot inquire unless all the materials of the 
examination are assembled when a network is used and two or more persons examine the 
application one by one, in order to draw up a certain. documents especially, Examination 
cannot be turned to the next examination person unti'hall documents are assembled, but the 
problem that the examination time in a total increased can be considered. 
[0007]Then, this application aims at providing the information processor, information 
processing method, and program storing medium which can build the efficient examination 
system in a network in view of this necessity. :> 
[0008] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]ln order to solve an aforementioned problem, as for this 
invention, an information processor of this applications characterized by that an information 
processor used in an examination system by which .two or more persons examine a single 
application comprises the following by communicating ; information via a network. 
The 1st means of communication that attaches the 1st information from the 1st examination 
person to the 2nd examination person, and requests examination of a predetermined 
application. i 

The 2nd means of communication that sends the 2nd* information that was not included in said 
1st information at the time of a request of examination by said 1st means of communication to 
said 2nd examination person for examination of said predetermined application. 

[0009]A mode of other inventions of this application will become clear from the following 

detailed explanation and a statement of a claim. 

[0010] 

[Embodiment of the lnvention](A 1st embodiment) With reference to an attached drawing, a 1st 
embodiment of this invention is described below. ' It 

[001 1](lntellectual-property managerial system enti/ejcdnfiguration) Drawing 1 is a figure 
showing the typical composition of the intellectual-property managerial system of this 
embodiment. ^; 

[0012]ln drawing 1, 107 is the head office of the corxifiany which performs economic activities, 
such as research, development, manufacture, and sale, and includes the section which 
manages intellectual properties, such as a patent. , !, 

[0013]104 is the intellectual-property administration and holds the document server 116, the 
managing server 117, the servers 118, 119, and 120, etc. 

[0014]The document server 116 contains the document DB (database) for managing the bag 
etc. which consist of a series of documents produced in the exchange with the document itself 
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and the Patent Office which were created electronically. The managing server 1 1 contains the 
term of the information a application number, a patehTt -number, a filing date, a registration date, 
and bibliographic [ other ], or the Office Action of thePatent Office, and DB to manage. The 
server 118 contains general-purpose DB which memorizes specific gazettes, such as a 
Japanese patent and an United States patent.' The server 119 constitutes the database (for 
example, cited document database) of the applicatibn system and others which manage the 
below-mentioned workflow etc. The server 120 carries out integrated management of the 
servers 116-119, and controls the whole intellectual property management system. When 
calling it a "system" by this embodiment below, the system managed by the server 120 shall 
be pointed out. 

[0015]AII of these components are connected to therhetwork 127 of a base. However, the 
component on this section may be realized by the same computer machine. 
[0016]As a document by which it is stored in the document server 116 and in which it deals, a 
usual text document, drawing usually stored as image information, etc. have further a text, the 
mixed mode document in which the image was intermingled, a document of a format peculiar 
to a word processor, etc. The documents which we^e drawn up electronically and which are 
used by the exchange with the Patent Office and in-qompany documents are stored in the 
document data base which the document server 116 hias with the application system of the 
server 1 19. Usually, the number for specifying that document is given to this document data 
base, and it acts to the management data base of the bibliographic item which it has in the 
managing server 1 1 7 as Rink. I. 

[001 7] 105 is an intellectual-property (intellectual property) right-ized section, and it is a section 
which acquires the right of an intellectual property because a document exchanges as directly 
as the Patent Office, and indirectly. . r • - 

[0018]106 is an intellectual property right-ized support r section, for example, is a section which 
supports right-ization, such as electronization, period management, etc. of a patent application 
manuscript. 

[0019]101 is a section which performs research an'd^dtevelopment, and includes the actual 
Research and Development Department gate 102 ancfthe development right-ized support 
section 103 which supports right-ization of the intellectual property in development. 
[0020]The intellectual property right-ized section 105 and the intellectual property right-ized 
support section 106 are premised on working intellectual property-related information inputting, 
document preparation, etc. as routine work, and can work on the dedicated application screen 
of client PC in principle. On the other hand, the research and development division 102 is 
usually doing research and development business^sjnce it generates subordinately, it can 
access the servers 1 16-1 19 of the in-company intellectual property information administration 
107 through an enterprise network, can display the work of intellectual property-related as a 
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Web screen, and can process it. The candidate can tfe told about the timing which should 
open a Web screen by sending an in-company E-mail, to a candidate. 
[0021 ]Two or more domestic affiliates to whom 108' exists in Japan, and 109 are two or more 
overseas affiliated firms who exist outside Japan. These are in the state in which 
communication in the state where security was guaranteed by dedicated lines (an E-mail, 
facsimile communication, etc. as which the transmission route of the transmitting side, a 
receiver, and data is specified) is possible. ^ 

[0022]110 is an enterprise group which comprises* the head office 107, the domestic affiliate 
108, and the overseas affiliated firm 109. * \ 

[0023]On the other hand, 1 1 1 is two or more external companies which perform joint research 
and development with the enterprise group 110. Both- manage the product of joint research 
and development based on a mutual contract,, and work patent right-ization etc. To the above- 
mentioned system, transmission and reception of data are possible by the Internet. 
[0024)112 is two or more intellectual property related^dministration buildings which exist in 
Japan, and 113 is two or more intellectual property related administration buildings which exist 
outside Japan. Transmission and reception of data ardpossible for these by above dedicated 
lines or Internet to the above-mentioned system. 

[0025]114 is Japan Patent Office and it is connected ^vith the online terminal between the 
above-mentioned systems. 

[0026]1 15 is the Patent Office of two or more foreign countries, and mainly takes the 
necessary procedure by letter via the overseas office 113 among the group companies 110. 
[0027]Above each section has two or more terminal j?Gs which are used for input and output of 
information, etc., respectively. The constituents each section has ID and a password, 
respectively, and can access directly and indirectly tbian above-mentioned system. 
[0028]Two or more client computers by which fietwpr»K c° nnecti o n was carried out, respectively 
exist in each section, the data which the servers 1 16-120 have can be displayed, or the data 
which the servers 1 16-120 have can be printed with printer in a specific format. It has a 
scanner for an image input if needed. 

[0029]The degree of an outflow of information is managed in two or more steps. For example, 
since all advanced information concentrates and it circulates freely between 123 and 124 (i.e., 
the inside of the intellectual property information administration), it needs to apply severe 
regulation about it being [ both / of the information left from here ] quantitative (quantity of 
information), and qualitative (kind of information). %? ! ^ v ',\ 

[0030]Since the circulation range of information becomes large, restriction is imposed on 
information flows, such as prohibition on an inspectiop/section outside, and advanced 
information is kept from circulating in large quantities into a specific section between 122-125 
(i.e., the inside of the head office). Between 121 and 1.26 (i.e., the inside of a group company), 
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since the circulation range of information becomes larger, the quantity and the quality of 
information which flow into each section are regulated further. 

[0031 ]On the other hand as a security check degree, .the degree of a security check is 
determined according to the size of the quantity of the circulating information, quality, and the 
risk of an information leak. ; . 4 . 

[0032](Flow of the information on an intellectual-property managerial system) Drawing 2 is a 
figure showing the distribution channel of the infornfiSatipn in the above-mentioned intellectual- 
property managerial system. };\ * 

[0033]Among Japan Patent Office 114, the domestic administration building 1 12 or an 
intellectual property right-ized support section. performs an exchange of a document and data. 
Between the foreign patent agencies 115, the overseas office 113 performs an exchange of a 
document and data. The overseas office 113 performs,an exchange of a document and data 
via the domestic administration building 112 or the intellectual property right-ized support 
section 106. The electronized information which entered at home is registered into the system 
of the intellectual property information administration 104 if needed. If needed, information is 
supplied to the intellectual property right-ized support section 106, the intellectual property 
right-ized section 105, the development right-ized support section 103, and the research and 
development division 102, or the intellectual property-information administration 104 performs 
system registration of information. The external company 111, the domestic affiliate 108, and 
the overseas affiliated firm 109 perform an exchange pf documents and data between each 
section of the head office 107 if needed. .n 

[0034] Drawing 3 is an example of the organization chart in the intellectual property right-ized 

ff.' • ** 

section 105, the development right-ized support section 103, and the research and 
development division 102. 

[0035]For example, the intellectual property right-ized section 105 constitutes an organization 
called the head A as the manager B and a boss of manager A-B as a boss of the manager A 
and the section chief C as the section chief C and a boss of section chief A-B as the section 
chief B and a boss of person-in-charge D-E as.a boss'of the section chief A and the person in 
charge C as a boss of person-in-charge A-B. 

[0036]The development right-ized support section 103 constitutes an organization called the 
head B as the manager D and a boss of manager C'^D as a boss of the manager C and the 
section chief F as the section chief F and a boss of section chief D-E as the section chief E 
and a boss of person-in-charge l-J as a boss of the section chief D and the person in charge H 
as a boss of person-in-charge F-G. 

[0037]The research and development division 102 expresses an organization called the head 
B as the manager D and a boss of manager C-D as°a boss of the manager E and the section 

chief H as a boss of the section chief I and the section chief G as the section chief H and a

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boss of artificer D-E as a boss of the section chief G'and the artificer C as a boss of artificer A- 
B. The person who constitutes that organization is matched, a name-of-a-person code (an 
employee's ID number) is table-ized, and the server 119 is made to memorize with the 
composition of an organization in this system.- 

[0038]By making the system memorize by using sucfborganization information as a table, For 
example, it can make the function of a system easierto use for a user that the destination of 
documents (e-mail) can be set up automatically automatically, or error checking can be applied 
to the documents transmission from which an. order indifferent for approval of a boss etc. On 
the other hand, such organization information must be updated periodically, exact information 
must be maintained, and the maintenance can serve- as big load. About the section become 
easy to use a system even if it can also decide whether such organization information is stored 
in a system, for example for every section and takes into consideration a section with little 
change, and the load of a maintenance, it is preferred to make a system memorize. 
[0039] Drawing 4 is a figure explaining the method of the database management in this 
embodiment. 

[0040]ln drawing 4, 401 expresses the management OB included in the managing server 117. 
The various control items 402 are memorized per application here. And a control item can be 
set up from Screen 403 on client PC. - ~ 

[0041 ]404 to 406 expresses the unit used as the unit of the document preparing about each 
application. This unit is called "action" by this embodiment, and the file case of imagination on 
the system an "action case" is defined for this document preparing. 

[0042]For example, the proposal which is already the;3dpcuments for an invention proposal in 
the company to "action" 404 called application of the management number 1234567, The 
documents 407, such as a request, a specification, a drawing, and an abstract, are drawn up, 
and the management data which accompanies application of a filing date, an artificer, etc. is 
become final and conclusive in Screen 408 on'client PC. It registers with the below-mentioned 
electronic bag 412 formed in the document server 1 16" about the former document 407, and 
registers with DB401 as the control item 402 aboutjhe latter management data. About the 
document 407, it can realize by stretching the electrorjiq bag 412 and Rink by accessing 
management DB401 about a control item again to display [ user ] this action case. 
[0043]Since it is in the state where filing documents^have not been drawn up yet to "action" 
405 called application of the management number:i^234578 now, only the proposal 409 is 
registered into the system. £ ^ 

[0044]The written amendment 41 1 is registered to "action" 406 called the notice of reasons for 
rejection of Japanese Patent Application No. No. 101 0en to ]. 

[0045]in addition as action - law, such as a decision of rejection, declining of amendment, a 
protest, a request for examination, and an amendment instruction response, - the 
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management to the upper procedure can be considir^d. 

[0046]Although the cited document (quotation) 415.pfithe examination by the Patent Office, 
etc. can be considered besides the documents 413-for every application as contents of the 
electronic bag 412 formed in the document server 1 ; 16:about the inspection documents 414, 
such as a third party's patent information, and^the Application of those, The quotation 415 may 
constitute DB in another server 1 19 as mentioned above, and can make it possible for Rink of 
HTML to draw out information easily from access of ah application. 
[0047]While Rink is stretched from DB401 to the electronic bag 412, required data can be 
extracted from the document registered into the electronic bag 412, and it can also register 
DB401. To the patent search system 416 which the server 118 forms from DB401 and the 
electronic bag 412, Rink is stretched and it can access now easily [ the application 417 in the 
patent search system 416 ] from the documents of the electronic bag 412. 
[0048]The information on the patent search system -0jo has come to be able to carry out 
renewal of DB via the media 418, such as CD-ROMr|or example. 

[0049](Action case) Drawing 5 is a figure for explaining 1 the concept of an above-mentioned 
action case. rfi 

[0050]ln drawing 5, 501 expresses a certain action case and 502 which is the contents, and 
503 correspond to the application action 404 of abo A ye-mentioned drawing 4, and the 
documents 407, respectively. 504, 505, 506, and 50%correspond to 405, 409, 406, and 411, 
respectively. » - -; # 

[0051 ]As mentioned above, this action case is a file of imagination on a system as shown in 
508, and in it, The kind which shows the unit of actions, such as application and a reason for 
refusal, as a written item, The accrual date of an action case, an end date, the name of an 
action case (thing of representation which expresses this case when two or more documents 
go into a series of actions), A legal term day, the return date of choice of an action case 
(expiration date of the processing to those who process a case next), The cover 512 with 
which the comment to the next person, a related application number, the circulation hysteresis 
information (it is shown via what kind of person the case came to its place) of the action case, 
etc. were indicated is inserted. The documents 509 required for the processing and the item 
DB 510 by which a screen input (display) is carriecfout are inserted, and further, when the 
processing result 51 1, for example, a revision proposal, is created, the revision proposal is 
inserted by the processing person. The person who, received the action case uploads his 
contents of processing to a system, the processing result 511 is registering with the electronic 
bag 412, and insertion completes it. ^ 

[0052]lt is able for the concept of an action case to divide into a shorter unit, for example, 
proposal creation, a manuscript check, etc. for it to be able to change. Two or more Patent 
Office exhibits can be summarized, and it can also be made to move and process as one 
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action case. ~f 

[0053]The example of an action case is shown in drawing 6 - drawing 8. 

[0054]A reason-for-refusal response case for the application case where drawing 6 draws up 

filing documents, and drawing 7 to answer a reason for refusal, and drawing 8 are the 

decision-of-rejection response cases for answering to a decision of rejection. 

[0055]The timing of action case generating, the processing at the time of generating and the 

timing of disappearance, the processing at the time of disappearance, the documents relevant 

to the processing, etc. are defined to each process (action). A request for examination etc. can 

define other processes similarly. 

[0056] Drawing 9 is a figure explaining the examplevbf the examination course of action in 
organization constitution as shown in drawing 3. Forexample, (1) is Example 1 of an 
examination request gestalt, and it shows the course in which an action case passes into the 
artificer A via the person in charge F, the manager E;\and the section chief G from the person 
in charge A. For example, examination of a reason for refusal, etc. correspond to this pattern. 
(2) is Example 2 of an examination request gestalt-^|pd it is an example over the artificer A in 
an action case direct automatically from the person1ri;charge A. For example, the check of an 
application manuscript, etc. correspond to this.pattern.;(3) is Example 3 of an examination 
request gestalt, and it is a case where the arbitrary partner points are specified sequentially 
from the person in charge A, and even the examination person turns the action case. 
[0057]The person in whom (3) received the case turnstfhe case to the target person by 
judgment of him according to the in-company rule to a system managing a workflow and a 
case turning around (1) and (2) automatically. From the point of automation of processing, 
while the former is excellent, the former has the fault of applying to the pliability of the 
processing in an in-house. According to this embodiment, according to the kind of action, the 
situation for every section, etc., it can be made, to do; system management by considering it as 
the system which supports both sides flexibly. , . - 

[0058]Similarly, drawing 10 is a figure explaining th^Jexample of the course of recognition of an 
action examining result. For example, (1) is Example J of a recognition gestalt and it shows the 
course in which an action case passes into the head A from the artificer A via the section chief 
G, the manager E, the head C, the person in charge Fvthe section chief D, the manager C, the 
head B, the person in charge A, the section chief A, and the manager A. For example, 
recognition, acceptance, etc. of an invention proposal, correspond to this pattern. (2) is 
Example 2 of a recognition gestalt and it is an exampTe over the person in charge A in an 
action case direct automatically from the artificer A. For example, the check of an application 
manuscript, the reply in an emergency, etc. correspond to this pattern. (3) is Example 3 of an 
examination request gestalt, and it is a case where ;the;arbitrary partner points are specified 
sequentially from the artificer A, and even the final approval person turns the action case.

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[0059]Also about the case of recognition, the gestalt of (3) is established for the same reason 
as an above-mentioned examination request/ f 

f00601 Drawing 11 expresses the table showing examination of action and the route pattern of 
recognition which are shown in drawing 9 and' drawing 10 . (1) is an examination route pattern 
and it has indicated the patterns from A001 to : A005 as v an example. For example, A001 is a 
pattern which a system makes carry out the automatic generation of the action case and 
around which an action case turns from the section chief of an intellectual property right-ized 
section from the section chief of a development righWzed support section to a person in 
charge and a person in charge, and from the sectidh'chief of the research and development 
division to a person in charge. (2) is an examining result approval path pattern, and it has 
indicated the patterns from B001 to BOOS as an example. For example, after an action case 
turns around B002 to the person in charge of an intellectual property right-ized section from the 
person in charge of the research and development0vjsion, a system carries out automatic 
registration of the examining result. * a 

[0061]By registering two or more such route patternslnto the server 119 beforehand, workflow 
management is smoothly controllable. Change becomes possible easily about the workflow of 
an action case only by rewriting of a table by table-izing the route pattern. The pattern said in 
the arbitrary course of partner point specification can'also be defined as this table as AOOO and 
BOOO. 

[0062]Drawing 12 shows the pattern selection ;table;fqr (3) intellectual property right-ized 
person-in-charge exception classified by section assembling a workflow freely to (4) using the 
pattern table of drawing 11 . For example, the development departments A choose A001 as an 
action examination route pattern, and it chooses B001 as an examination approval path 
pattern. Or the person in charge A chooses A001 as,, an action examination route pattern, and 
it chooses BOOS as an examination approval path pattern. By having such a pattern selection 
table, the customization for every person in charge is. attained the whole section. It may have a 
pattern table for every kind of action case, or may have a selection table.

[0063] Drawing 13 is a flow chart which shows flow setting out of an action case. 
[0064]First, it judges whether organization informatiorias shown in drawing 3 by S1300 is 
registered into the system, and it is judged whether it is set up apply the section alternative 
pathway pattern table of drawing 12 (3) by S1301. When applied, a section alternative pathway 
pattern table is searched with S1302, a system sets.upan examination request and an 
approval path automatically to the action case concerned by S1303, and actual action case 
processing is performed by S1304. On the other handtln not applying a section alternative 
pathway pattern table, Judge whether it is set up by S'1305 apply an intellectual property right- 
ized person-in-charge alternative pathway pattern table, and when applied, A person-in-charge 
alternative pathway pattern table is searched with S'13;06, a system sets up an examination

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request and an approval path automatically to the action case concerned by S1307, and actual 
action case processing is performed by S1304. on the other hand, when a person-in-charge 
alternative pathway pattern table was not applied, the system defined the examination request 
and the approval path beforehand to the action case concerned by S1308 « a default mode

[0065]When there is no organization information; the^mode which inputs the partner point by a 
manual by S1309 is set up. t4 ,pu 

[0066]As mentioned above, movement of an action case is efficiently manageable with 
organization information and the combination of a route table and a selection table. 
[0067](Following function of an action case) Drawing -14 is a figure explaining the following 
function of documents in which it should go into an action case. 

[0068]ln this example, the system 1401 presupposes-that an examination request turns around 
the action case which carried out the automatic generation in order of the person in charge A 
(1403), the person in charge F (1404), the manager E(1405), the section chief G (1406), and 
the artificer A (1407). In this case, when the system 1.401 generates an action case, If the 
action case is held to the system to this cited document acquisition when time requires a part 
for acquisition among the cited documents indicated to the notice of reasons for rejection, the 
time for a substantial examination will be lost yainly[Jap,d efficiency will worsen. 
[0069]On the other hand, even if some cited documents cannot be found, about the processing 
which determines an examination person, a suitable jpclgment can be made in many cases, 
until it passes into the examination person who actually considers the response to a notice of 
reasons for rejection. v v^s; 

[0070]Then, it is in the state which has unreceived documents in part in this embodiment at an 
action case in such a case, When circulation is started .and required documents come to hand 
later, the system 1401 inserts in the case of the holder of an action case the literature which 
came to hand in other sections 1402, such as 'a data section, by following, The mail for telling 
that the literature was inserted is sent to the person wlno already circulated the action case. 
[0071]The documents of following may be shipped from the section (person) which is not a 
section (person) which generated the examination jequest of the basis as mentioned above, 
and the same section (person) may be sufficient as them. 
[0072] Drawing 15 is a flow chart which shows documents following processing. 
[0073]First, if a system receives [ S1501 ] documentsywhen it judges whether the flag 
(identification code for identifying related publications)'^ related publications is attached to the 
documents and the flag of related publications;sticks 'S1502, the action case of related 
publications is detected by S1503. And by S1504, a'h action case adds and ships the 
documents which judged whether it would be separated from the hand of a system, and were 
already received newly in the action case of related publications by S1505 in ** by ending with 
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dispatch at the case, and shifts to processing of the action case of S1507. On the other hand, 
case [ whose action case has already been shipped],- While adding new documents to the 
action case of the person holding the action case of the present related publications, the mail 
which tells the purport of a documents addition to th,epperson before the person holding the 
action case, i.e., those who already appear in the circulation history, is shipped. The person 
who received this mail can peruse the newly added documents. The documents of the addition 
themselves may be attached to e-mail, and it may be^made accessible by indicating the 
address on DB of additional documents. In this case,jalthough those who have already turned 
the action case cannot register documents, such as a revision proposal, to that action case, 
Required documents can be registered, when important processing needs to be temporarily 
performed to the action case, I have the action case returned or an examining result comes on 
the contrary. 

[0074]When there is no flag of related publications, the usual processings, such as generating 
of a new action case, will be performed by S1509. . { \\ 

[0075]The above functions of documents following^a^examine efficiently, using the limited 
examination time effectively. The above following functions of documents can be applied not 
only to examination of actions (notice of reasons fpr^ejection etc.) of the above patents but to 
any examination which performs a certain examinatiph (transmission and recognition are 
included) by two or more persons on a network, and can attain the increase in efficiency of the 
examination on a network. .* 

[0076](Copy function of an action case) Drawing 16 is.a figure explaining the copy function of 
an action case. ; ^ 

[0077] It is typical that the person who received the action case 1601 turns to the next person 
as 1603 as 1602 as it is like ** of drawing 16 as the directions for an above-mentioned action 
case.

[0097]Thus, by receiving what indicated bibliographicinformation with the code for OCR to the 
front page, from the facsimile information incorporated via the composite machine 2105, the 
server 2104 can recognize processing information an^l the electronic data of bibliographic 
information can be provided to a system. Office Action 2202 and the cited documents 2203- 
2205 can also be incorporated into a system as fax millimeter data (electronic data). The 
bibliographic information extracted from the front page k is registered into the managing server 
117, and an above-mentioned action case carries outran automatic generation by the server 
119 according to the legal term or the specification reply term to an administration building. On 
the other hand, the facsimile information of 2202-2205 is registered into the document server
